Skaggs of Elko votiug for Jadge Fitz- 
gerald of Eureka. 


It is highly eomplimeutary to.tiny 


American citizen to be elected to the 
United States Senate, which is tht 
highest office in the gift of the people 
of » State, but the return of n man for 
flvo consecutive terms is an honor con- 
ferred upon tow individuals. 


Senator Jones, because of his un- 


wavering fidelity to the cause o£ inone- 
tary reform and the marked ability 
which ho displayed iu presenting the 
silver side of the question not only to 
tiio United States Senate, but to tbf 
International Monetary conference at 
ftrtmol*, Belgium, to which he was e 
delegate, coramandad the respect of 
bitnetalliatH Uia world over. Nevada 
proud of its silver champion, com- 
mended his course in State convention 
ut Elko and indorsed him for re-elec- 
tion.

Danford of Ohio to-day called up the 
conference report on the immigration 
bill in the House. Ait agreement waa 
reached that a vote be taken on the 
adoption of the report at 4:15 o'clock. 


Danford then made the opening argu- 


ment in support of the report." Ae it 
passed the house, he said, the bill ap- 
plied the educational test only to 
males. The test was now extended to 
fomalee. This extension caused the 
principal antagonism to the adoption 
o? the conference report, on the ground 
tl at it would separate families. Hus- 
bands might be admissible nnd wives 
excluded, or vice versa.
